London, August 9.— Russia having 
rejected what in England is regarded 
as a bona fide peace proposal by the 
German emperor, with a part of Po­ 
land traded for Galicia, the great 
struggle in th*e east must continue and 
as there is no indication of an imme­ 
diate general offensive by either side 
in the west, the struggle of the Rus­ 
sian forces to shake themselves free 
of the Austro-German grip remains 
the chief factor in the news, with 
added interest in the Dardanelles sit­ 
uation. 
Gallipoli will 
be closely watched 
because of pocsible hearing on the 
Balkan situation, again simmering be­ 
cause of renewed quadruple entente 
pressure on 
Bulgaria 
and Greece. 
L e v e r before lias the importance of 
the 
Dardanelles 
operations 
been 
more keenly realized, especially as 
there are indications that Germany 
will aim her next blow at Serbia, in 
order to link her up with Turkey and 
thus check the spring plans of the 
enemy. 
It is increasingly manifest that Ger­ 
many looks to the east to settle the 
war; 
by 
overrunning 
Serbia 
she 
would occupy a favorable strategic 
position to invoke Bulgaria’s passive 
or aytive aid in reaching Constantin­ 
ople along the main railroads. 
Austro-Germans continue to make 
progress both in the northeast and to 
the southeast 
of W arsaw 
and the 
Austro-Hungarians claim to have cut 
in tw-o the Russian forces which re­ 
treated after losing the Lublin rail­ 
road.

London, Aug ust 9 .— Smashing f°r’ 
ward in an attemp t to cut off the re­ 
treat of the fleeing Russian a n u y , the 
Teutonic forces, a Berlin official war 
statem ent say s, hav e occup ied Serock, 
at the mouth of the Big riv er, north 
of Warsaw.

W ashing ton, Aug ust

under direct control of the g eneral 
army staff as adjutant g enerals of the 
national g uard in the states, hav e 
been submitted by Cong ressm an Will 
iam Gordon to Cong ressm an 
Jam es 
lay , of Virg inia, chairm an of the 
committee on military affairs of the 
house of rep resentativ es. 
The arrang em ent p rov ides, in brief, 
for the p assag e of a bill g iv ing the 
states which select an adjutant g en 
eral detailed by the chief of staff or a 
West Point g raduate ap p rov ed by the 
g eneral staff, certain benefits in ap 
p rop riations This, Cong ressman Gor 
don thinks, would bring ev ery state 
under direct sup erv ision of the g en 
ral staff. 
“ When we consider the v a3t bene­ 
fit g ained throug h direct sup erv ision 
by the g eneral staff, there can be no 
question that ev ery state would come 
in under the p lan without sacrificing 
its rig ht,” said Cong ressman Gordon. 
“The training g ained at West Point 
nd Annap olis is the best obtainable. 
When it is considered it costs some­ 
thing like $20,000 to educate 
each 
cadet it is a shame the state should 
not hav e the benefit of this training 
With a reg ular army officer at the 
head of the state org anizations an 
effectiv e p lan could he carried out by 
ex amination of officers for p romotion 
The standard maintained in the reg u­ 
lar arm y would become that of the 
militia. 
‘There is no question that some ac- 
ion will be taken by cong ress 
in 
p romoting g reater efficiency in 
the 
national g uard 
It would make the 
g uard a strone branch of the resru- 
lar arm y ; p lace it in a branch for 
activ e serv iee at any tim e and free 
it from the influence of p olitics."

than was 
shown b y the N preliminary 
figures 
and exceeds the largest previous out­ 
put, lhat of 1913 (2,513 tons, valued 
at $159,236) b y 46 per cent. 
No direct 
production of white arsenic—that is, 
no production from arsenic minerals 
treated primarily for 
their ar<?enic 
content—has b een made in this coun 
try for several years, b ecause the ar­ 
senic saved at the smelters as a b y 
product and the imported materia! 
ha w b een so plentiful and so cheap 
that such production would have b een 
unprofitab le. 
The country’s arsenic resources ar 
immense. 
Deposits of 
arsenopyrite, 
the commonest of the arsenic m iner­ 
als, are found at many places, only 
a few of which are known to the sur­ 
vey, b ecause, except in years of very- 
high prices, they are generally of lit­ 
tle or no value unless accompanied 
b y precious meials; 
and as 
high 
prices have prevailed only at. long in­ 
tervals, little notice has b een taken 
of the deposits b y miners and pros 
pectors.

Torty -eight of ev ery 1,000 wounded sol 
diers brought into German military 
hospitals no» in the war zono in Au­ 
gust, 1914, were discharged fit for 
serv ice, and thirty of the remaining 
152 died. 
In April the number re- 
stop. d to duty had risen to 912, and 
the deaths had fallen to fourteen. 
With tlie single exception of March, 
the death rate shows a steady decrease 
and the av erage for nine months from 
August to April inclusiv e is but 19 
I* r cent. 
The percentages of those 
discharged tit for duty shows a steady 
increase, and the av erage of 88.5 per 
cent.
